While in the office I met with Dale Maclver, 
Administrative Assistant to Representative Fraser, and learned from him 
that Representative Fraser plans to introduce late in the week a-concurrent 
resolution to establish a Joint Committee on Intelligence. This measure is 
intended to implement the findings and recommendations of the Members of 
Congress for Peace Through Law f or a joint committee to oversee the 
intelligence community. Their office has apparently been working closely 
with Senator Mark Hatfield (R . , Oreg.) on this matter. I also received 
from Mr. Maclver a draft copy of the proposed resolution. 
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
